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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): overcomes the Objection to the claims for reciting non-elected 
subject matter. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The IDS which was filed 8/07/2008 has not been 
considered because it did not include the fee. For IDS's filed afterr a final rejection, both a statement and a fee are required. Therefore, it 
has been placed in the file but not considered. With regard to Applicant's argument that "coronary artery disease" is broader than coronary 
blockage or narrowing, Applicant is invited to point out what other forms of coronary artery disease do not include blockage or narrowing. 
The art recognizes coronary artery disease as the end result of plaque build up within the walls of the arteries that supply the myocardium. 
The end result of plaque build up is narrowing and/or blockage of the coronary arteries, therefore, coronary artery disease is consistent with 
and predictive of coronary blockage and/or narrowing as recited in the instant claims. With regard to Applicant's arguments that the bFGF 
of the instant application is not cross-linked into the gelatin gel, it is noted that the bFGF of Tabata et al. is also not cross-linked into the 
gelatin hydrogel. See Example 1 of Tabata - the bFGF is added to the gel after the gel is formed and cross-linked. Therefore, Applicant's 
arguments have been addressed and are not persuasive. 
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
